“One of our brothers who came from the 
‘University of Nebraska-Kearney originally 
had the idea of staring a chapter there, but 
unfortunately it never happened,” said 
Edgar DeLeon, president of Sigma Lambda 
Beta. 

’ But when he transferred from UNK to 
UNO, he brought the idea along with him 
and sparked the interest of. others. 

Initially the fraternity’ started as an inter- 
est group with 18 members in order to jump- 
start the process of establishing the actual 
fraternity. 

Interested members visited other chap- 
ters of Sigma Lambda Beta at the UNL and 
Kansas University to get ideas and see how 
the fraternity functions. 

“The brotherhood that they demonstrated 
to us gave us a lot of motivation;**DeLeon 
said. 

After that, the members took their final 
step. 

“We set our mind on establishing a 
Latino-based fraternity at UNO. We knew 
this would not be an easy task. Out of 18 
interested men, 9 determined and commit- 
ted individuals were, in the end, the found- 
ing fathers of Sigma Lambda Beta at UNO,”

The North Omaha site will be in 
the Omaha Business and 


Technology Center at 24th and 
Lake Streets, and the South 
Omaha location will be in the 
Nebraska Farm Workers’ Building, 
24th and Q Streets. 

In a press release, Chancellor 
Nancy Belck said this program will 
give social work students the abili- 
ty to understand and assess com- 
munity problems.

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Marunda/Wright Ticket Announces Candidacy

Student President/Regent Will Marunda announced last 
week he will run for a second consecutive term. Marunda’s 
running mate will be senior Adam Wright, construction engi- 
neering majoring and Maverick football co-captain. 

“| want to finish the work I’ve started,” Marunda said. 
“And maintain the great relationship I'm beginning to estab- 
lish between the faculty and staff, keep providing positive 
leadership for the university.” 

Marunda said his decision came when he received 
encouragement from his supporters from last year’s elec- 
tion. Traditionally, student president/regents hold the office 
for one calendar year and step down. Marunda admits that 
during his 1999 campaign he felt the job could be a one-year 
assignment. 

“Many people are very approving of the job I've been 
able to do,” Marunda said. “| would hope students wouldn't 
punish anybody for doing a good job.” 

Marunda took office after Student President/Regent Jon 
Shradar was relieved from his duties. 

Marunda said he is most proud of the comprehensive 
budget passed during his term, which would have cut fund- 
ing for the Gateway. Marunda vetoed the plan, after review- 
ing 200-300 e-mails from concerned citizens all across the 
country, who pushed for the newspaper's rights. 

“| thought the senate’s decision was made in haste,” 
Marunda said. “The end product was something everybody 
could be happy with.” 

In addition, the Marunda mentioned that he has exhaust- 
ed his efforts in building credibility back to the office. 

“I've been active in engaging in students, administration 
and faculty,” Marunda said. “This hasn't been done even 


Shradar Announces His

Former Student President/Regent, Jon Shradar announced 
Sept. 12 he will be seeking the president's seat one more time. His 
vice-president running mate is senior Mike Cunningham. 

According to a press release, Shradar is the only Student 
President/Regent in the history of UNO Student Govemment to be 
removed from office by the administration. 

Shradar was placed on disciplinary probation removing him from 
Office, after being ticketed by the Omaha Police during a 1999 
Maverick football game. The ticket was later dismissed in court. 

Although Shradar was removed from his position, he is eligible 
to hold office this year. 

Vice-Chancellor of Student Affairs Mary Mudd said, any person 
who meets the election requirements can file for Student 
Govemment. 

Those requirements include that the candidate is is in good stand- 
ing with the university, a curnulative grade point average of 2.0, not 
be on academic or disciplinary probation and be continuously 
enrolled (fail and spring semesters) in at least six credit class hours 
al UNO during the two years prior to the semester during which eleo- 
tions are held. 

During his time as Student President, Shradar said he wrote the 
amendment to create a vice-president for Student Govemment, 
which was passed by the University of Nebraska Board of Regents 
in August, and he proposed the idea of a coffee cart on campus. In 
addition, Shradar said he allocated $30,000 for improvements on 
the Sapp Fiekthouse. 

Shradar said, if elected he is going to be a voice for the students.

The band then took to the stage _ 
and gave the crowd exactly what it wanted, a night of hard- 
hitting music The band, consisting of lead singer Scott 
Anderson; guitarists Rick Jackett and James Black; drum- 
mer Rich Beddoe; and Bassist Sean Anderson, played 
songs off the first album (‘Tip’) and the latest release (“The 
Grayest of Blue Skies”). Songs like “Drag You Down,” “Sick 
Of it All” and a cover of Depeche Mode’s “Walking in My 
Shoes” were welcomed by the slightly younger crowd. 

Once again it was nice to see that there are some 
bands out there that have abandoned the “holier than thou” 
attitude that other bands seem to thrive on.

Up Close with Face to Face

Touring in support of its latest 
release “Reactionary,” Face to Face 

played to a packed house at the 
Ranch Bowl Sept. 18. Surviving since 
1991 without major commercial air- 
play or MTV support, Face to Face 
proves punk is not dead. 

Perhaps ironically, the band is now 
touring with the support of Napster, 
the MP3-swapping program that has 
much of the music industry currently 
abuzz. 

According to lead singer Trever 
Keith, Napster benefits the music 
industry by exposing new artists to a 
larger audience, and those trying to 
profit by selling other people's music 
are “totally wrong.” 

He also went on to say, “The cor- 
porate heads of the record companies 
have their biggest bands speak out 
against Napster, because they have 
the most to lose ... people swapping 
music, that’s just the way the world 
works.” 

“Reactionary” represents a return 
to the punk rock sound that most of 
their fans had become accustomed to. 
The band's 1999 album “Ignorance Is 
Bliss” was possibly the most daring on 
a musical tevel, but itwas not well 
received. 

“t think it's our best record, but 


unfortunately most of the fans would 
have it faster and more punk rock,” 
Keith said. 

Most of the fans that attended the 
Monday night show seemed to enjoy 
the return to the traditional Face to 
Face sound. 

Ever since the first CD “Don't Turn 
Away” in 1993, Face to Face has 

switched record labels several 
times. When asked about the differ- 
ence between the major labels versus 
the independents, Keith pointed out 
that both have their advantages. 

“A major label! has more money (to 
use to promote the record) ... but they 
can also choose not use it, leaving 
your hands tied.” 

He said that independent tabels 
will usually give the bands more say in 
decisions and will always support you. 
Keith also pointed out that no matter 
what label Face to Face has been on 
he “had to make compromises, it’s the 
way the business works ... but we've 
never had to make any sacrifices.” 

The show itself began with Alkaline 
Trio. According to lowa Western stu- 
dent Mike Perry, “They played a good 
sel, but it was hard to get into 
because | didn’t know them.” Next up 
was New Found Glory, which became 
an instant crowd favorite with a cover

of the theme song from the popular 
movie “The Never Ending Story.” The 
final opening act was a band called 
Saves The Day. The group’s mem- 
bers seemed pretty young but had a 
lot of energy and kept the crowd going 
throughout its set. 

Finally, it was time for Face to Face 
to take the stage. This was the 
group's first time in the Omaha area 
since 1995. The band’s members 
seemed over-eager to get started 
because they began the set before 
security even noticed that they were 
on stage. 

Over the next hour, the band 
thrilled the crowd with old favorites 
such as “Disconnected” and new 
songs like the latest single 
“Disappointed.” After one encore the 
show ended but not before the band 
promised come back to Omaha some- 
time in the near future. 

As everyone filed out, one could 
not help but be convinced that some- 
times it does not take radio airplay to 
make a successful show. The capaci- 
ty crowd did not need their local radio 
station to tell them what to like. As 
long as outlets like Napster are 
allowed to exist bands like Face to 
Face will always have a way to be 
heard.

London’s St. Andrew’s Hospital, as he nervously 
paces and prepares for the most important event in 
his career, a Ponsonby Lecture, which could lead to 
knighthood. While practicing his speech, in walks an 
old flame, Jane Tate (Michelle Bentz), an attractive, 
former nurse of St. Andrew’s. After not seeing each 
- other for 19 years, Jane shocks David with the news 
that they share an illegitimate and troubled 18-year- 
old son, Leslie (Earendil Engelmann). 

Jane informs David that their son is rampaging 
throughout the hospital, looking for his long-lost 
father, whose name he doesn’t know. Leslie wants to 
find out the identity of his father ... and then kill him. 

Okay, so the plot doesn’t really sound that humor- 
ous, but in the perverted quirkiness of British comedy, 
you can’t help but not to laugh. With the spirit of 
Monty Python, most of the humor will translate for 
American audiences, though admittedly a couple for- 
gettable jokes flew right past me. 

Also, like traditional farces, this isn't one of those 
plays that will sit around and allow itself to be ana- 
lyzed and dissected for inner character meaning and 
motivations. Just sit back and leave your left brain in 
the car, because in British comedy, there is no room 
for logic. 

Directed by Mark Manhart, this production flows 
effortlessly as the cast bounces satire and smart 
stage blocking without missing a beat. Although the 
British accents can be at times distracting, all the 
members of the cast maintained an adequate level of 
consistency. 

Most notable of the cast is Chris Ritsch, who is 
hilarious in his portrayal of the slow witted Dr. Hubert 
Bonney. Ritsch’s performance reminds me Dana 
Carvey’s Garth from “Wayne's World,” circa the early 
‘90s. Ritsch’s comedic timing is impeccable and he 
can express confusion like nobody else. 

Jerald Venger, as the elderly and slightly-senile 
patient, Bill Lesley, also stole the show. 

Venger offers a unique and humorous delivery of 
his lines. When the attractive Jane Tate is mistakenly 
introduced as his wife, he exclaims with a comedic 
aura of melancholy, confusion and excitement, “Oh, 
that’s the wife?! | thought she walked out on me years 
ago.” 

Tim Herrington in the starring role of Dr. David 
Mortimore sets the stage for his fellow players’ come- 
dy with an ideal combination of reserve and bumbling 
vulnerability. 

Overall, “It Runs in the Family” is an entertaining 
show. Also, | have to say the atmosphere at The 
Grande Olde Players Theatre is genuinely friendly,

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“Nurse Betty” 


Sometimes, no matter how hard you try to appreci- 
ate it, a film just doesn’t live up to expectations. Having 
won the prize for best screenplay at the Cannes Film 
Festival, one would expect “Nurse Betty” to be clever 
and entertaining. 

“Nurse Betty” comes close to both but never quite 
succeeds. It is very much the sum of its parts: a quirky, 
dark script, offbeat actors and emotionally nihilistic 
director Neil LaBute (“In the Company of Men,” “Your 
Friends & Neighbors”). However, “Nurse Betty” never 
amalgamates into the dark, humorous film that it 
should. 

The problem is that “Nurse Betty” never commits 
itself to any of the themes that it seems to be juggling. 
Black comedy with a touch of humanism has proved 
vastly entertaining in films such as “Fargo” and 
“Election,” but the reverse doesn't necessarily hold 
true. "Nurse Betty,” which seems to be a human story 
with a touch of black comedy, just doesn't go down 
smoothly. 

Fault doesn’t lie with any of the actors or the direc- 
tion. It is more than likely that “Nurse Betty” fails in 
terms of writing, which is ironic, given its performance 
at Cannes. A majority of the humor in the film relies 
upon the rather uninteresting and contrived situations 
that result from the plot. 

The plot itself is rather pedestrian. Betty Sizemore 
(Renee Zellweger) is a waitress at a diner in a small 
Kansas town. Her husband Del is a philandering used 
car salesman. When Del gets himself into trouble with 
a pair of hitmen (Morgan Freeman and Chris Rock), 
Betty becomes a witness to his brutal murder at the 
hands of the two men, which induces a case of extreme 
mental trauma. With the memory of her own husband’s 
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murder purged, Betty begins to create false memories 
culled from the plots of her favorite daytime soap opera 
“A Reason to Love.” 

Believing herself to be a trained nurse (hence the 
title “Nurse Betty”), Betty leaves behind her life in 
Kansas and heads to Los Angeles, where she hopes to 
“reunite” with Dr. David Ravell, who she believes to be 
her former fiance (while in actuality, he is merely one of 
the characters on “A Reason to Live”). Unbeknownst to 
Betty, the Buick she borrowed from her husband before 
his untimely demise holds a load of narcotics in the 
trunk. The two hitmen, who were seeking the drugs, 
trail Betty on her 1500-mile drive. 

Through a series of coincidences, Betty manages to 
establish a new life (including a job at a hospital and a 
feisty female roommate) in Los Angeles, and before 
long she gains the opportunity to meet George McCord 
(Greg Kinnear), who plays Dr. Ravell on television. 
Betty's first encounter with George provides the only 
truly entertaining scenes of the film, as the befuddle- 
ment of George and his associates is rather humorous. 
George, mistaking Betty's endless stream of dramatic 
monologues as a crafty audition for the show, becomes 
genuinely interested in Betty and attempts to get her a 
place on the show. 

The only real thing that gives the film any momen- 
tum is the anticipation of seeing Betty's imaginary life 
become shattered by reality. For nearly two hours, the 
viewer witnesses Betty careen from one character to 
another, each of them realizing that Betty is not quite 
sane but none ever daring to burst her bubble. Whether 
or not Betty will hit that brick wall of reality is the only 
thing that remains to be seen, not the hitmen chasing 
Betty. In fact, the entire subplot involving Freeman's 
and Rock's characters, which takes up quite a sub- 
stantial amount of screen time, is entirely extraneous, 
if not for the purpose of providing comic relief.

Even in that, the movie fails. Chris Rock’s character, 
seemingly the comic foil in the film, is not funny in the 
least. Too abrasive to be humorous and too boring to 
be a fitting villain, Rock's character proves ultimately to 
be worthless. : 

Morgan Freeman's character, while much more soul- 
ful and appealing than Rock’s, is also a waste. Despite 
Freeman's outstanding portrayal, as usual, the charac- 
ter comes off as too lifeless and cliche (he occasional- 
ly delivers phrases of philosophy and meaning) to be of 
much value. 

Greg Kinnear, as George McCord (aka Dr. Ravell) 
excels at what is required of him. Giving the character 
of George just enough egotism and sincerity at the 
same time, Kinnear makes George seem realistic, pro- 
viding more than enough charisma to make his scenes 
in the film worthy. 

Renee Zellweger, who has received more than a few 
praises for her portrayal of Betty, proves the most dis- 
appointing. While she does not completely fail in play- 
ing Betty, she does not succeed either. It is ironic that 
Zellweger portrays a character that believes she is 
something that she really is not, for it seems that 
Zellweger similarly believes herself to be acting with 
great result, when in fact she is not. However, 
Zellweger's performance is not without its charms. 
While she may not be the ideal of a Hollywood leading 
lady, Zellweger does show signs of spunk and comic 
timing. 

“Nurse Betty,” as its different parts, could have 
made a great movie, but two things keep it from doing 
so: a weak story and the lack of gelling between the dif- 
ferent aspects of the film. And while not entirely devoid 
of wit and entertainment value, “Nurse Betty” proves to 
be not much more than a somewhat leftfield farce, with 
not sec comedy and a little too much sappiness.

Records Will Be Broken 
on Volleyball Road Trip

The No. 3 NCAA Division I! UNO volleyball 
team heads into another weekend road trip to 
battle North Central Conference opponents in 
Minnesota. UNO is coming off wins over the 
University of South Dakota and Morningside. 

With a 13-0 overall record, Head Coach Rose 
Shires’ squad is having its best start since the 
1996 season — the same year the Mavericks 
won the national championship. 

But this weekend, Mavericks seniors will be 
making memories of their own. Senior All- 
American Tracy Ankeny is No. 1 in career 
attacks, and 15 away from being No. 1 in all-time 
kills. She is also 23 digs away from taking the 
No. 5 spot on the career digs list. 

Senior Bethany Tygert is 20 assists from 
being fourth in career set assists. 

Senior Krista Niezwaag is three block assists 
from being eighth in that category. 

Action starts tonight at 7 p.m. against 
Minnesota State-Mankato at  Schellberg 
Gymnasium. The other Mavericks in the NCC, 
Head Coach Doug Tulley’s squad returns only 
two letter winners from a 1999 team which 
amassed an overall 18-15 record. Jennifer 
Blendermann is the lone returning starter. The 
Lakeville, Minn., sophomore plays setter. 

“There are definitely lots of new faces on the 
floor, three of whom are sophomores,” Tulley 
said. 

Mankato has a 5-9 record this season, and is 
winless in two NCC outings. 

‘We're a team that is improving week by 
week, match by match,” Tulley said. 

On Saturday, UNO takes on St. Cloud State 
University, a team which finished with a 12-17 
record in 1999. This season they are 3-8 overall 
and 0-2 in NCC action. Head Coach Dianne 
Glowatzke is in her 24th season at the helm of 
the Husky squad. She ranks seventh in wins 
among active coaches in the country. 

At their last meeting in 1999, UNO won 15- 
12, 11-15. 15-8, 15-7. 

Millard North graduate Kylie Glaser, a 6-1 
middie hitter, and junior middle hitter Tanash 
Lawrence will be players to watch. The 6-4 
Lawrence hails from Kingston, Jamaica, and is a 
member of the Jamaican National Team.

The No. 19 Mavericks travel to Sioux City, 
lowa, tomorrow to face Momingside. Kickoff is set 
for 1 p.m, at Roberts Stadium. 

The Mustangs feature a balanced attack aver- 
aging just over 164 yards on the ground and 163 
yards through the air. The hosts are 1-2, the only 
victory coming at home on Sept. 9, 65-3 over 
Minnesota-Monis. 

Momingside Head Football Coach Dave 
Elliott canies a 6-38 career mark at the school and 
was an assistant at lowa State and Michigan. 

The Mustangs are led by senior quarterback 
J.J White who has a 145.7 efficiency rating after 
throwing for four touchdowns and over 158 yards 
per game. He accounts for 57 percent of 
Momingside’s firepower. White threw three touch- 
downs and ran for another in a 42-30 loss to UNO 
a year ago at Aj Canigiia Field. 

White moved into fifth place on the alltime 
passing charts at Momingside in last week's loss 
at Northem Colorado. 

The running game is spearheaded by junior 
Brad Sitzmann who is averaging 97 yards per 
game, 6.6 yards per carry. Sitzmann is coming off 
of a career-high 123 yard performance last week 
against Northem Colorado. 

When White throws the ball down field, his 
favorite target is junior Clint Church. Church aver- 
ages over 15 yards per catch and has scored 
twice. Another weapon is senior tight end A.G. 


Civ) Chris Machian 
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Kruger who is responsible forthe other two touch- 
down receptions. Kruger averages over 21 yards 
per catch. 

On the defensive side of the ball, the 
Mustangs rely upon experience at linebacker and 
defensive back to make plays. The Mustang 
defense gives up a miserly 120 yards rushing per 
game. That is only a little over half of what 
Maverick senior tailback Adam Wright gained last 
week against Minnesota State. 

Sophomore defensive back Justin Lewis 
leads Momingside in tackles with 23 (three for 
losses) in three games. Senior linebacker Dale 
Kinkade is right behind him with 15 total stops 


. (three for losses). 


The Mustang special teams has been a shot 
in the arm. Freshman Grant Brecher averages 
14.5 yards (on eight punt retums) retuming one 
80 yards for a touchdown. 

The Mustang punter is senior Mike Borall. He 
was 11th in the nation last year with an average of 
41,7 per boot. He holds the record for longest punt 
in Momingside history with an 81-yard kick 
against North Dakota in 1999. 

With UNO quarterbacks Jay Runty and Seth 
Turman still out Injured, redshirt freshman Trey 
Guidry will get the start for the Mavericks. Wide 
receiver Sam Gutz will be the back-up QB. 

Saturday's: meeting will be homecoming at 
Roberts Stadium. UNO leads the alltime series 
96-22-2, dating back to 1935. The Mavs have 
taken five straight from the Mustangs, including 
the high-scoring affair in 1999, 42-30.
